E. Denison of Illinois has fought alon 
to end this situation through federa 
legislation. 
But the bill which he in 


troduced in 1922 is still in Congres 
and it is not likely to be passed thi: 
session unless pressure is brought ti 
bear by those who favor it. 
Th' 


reason is that there is no politics in 
volved in the measure and there i 
opposition to it. That 
combination 


has killed most bills, designed for n< 
other puroose than to serve the pub 
lie interest. 


Oil interests in Texas and Oklahoma 


and mining interests elsewhere in the 
west have been responsible for block 
ing the bill, Denison says. It wa 
once passed by the House, but there 
was opposition in the Senate which 
prevented the vote required to make 
it a law.

tioh of State Securities Commissioners

cing his presidential campaign to a very 


• large extent out of the federal treasury." 


Mr. Brand is opposing Hoover in favor 
of Senator Willis of his own state. . It 
isn't fair for Mr. Hoover to walk over to 
the treasury building pushing Andy Mel- 
lon out of the way, filling his pockets 
with brand new bills with which to buy 
up the people. It isn't right of Mr. Hoov- 
er, it isn't "fair play" to even become a 
candidate for the 
presidency. And all 


these things said about him must be true, 
else certainly a congressman 
wouldn't 


voice them. 


And the muddle in our fair state is get- 


'ting thicker. Despite the fact that the so- 
called progressive Republican members 
of, our state assembly recently passed a 
resolution lauding Governor Smith of 
New York for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, Senator Elaine, speaking at Kenosha " 
on Tuesday, said he hoped that Senator 
Reed of Missouri would get that nomina- 
tion. If Elaine isn't going to have much 
to say about the man nominated by the 
Republican party he will help the Demo- 
cratic party choose its nominee. Is there 
any good reason why Elaine should not 
attend both conventions? And being a 
wet in Wisconsin around election time 
but supporting dry Mr. Norris 'for the 
presidential nomination why shouldn't 
Elaine attend too the convention of the 
Prohibition party? 
Wisconsin's public 


men are versatile, broadminded, willing 
to be consulted on any question concern- 
ing any political idea of any party and 
just as willing to give advice on any ag- 
ricultural, 
'^ business or labor problem, 


however complicated, from building a 
mouse-trap up. They are walking en- 
cyclopedias. 
It would be a mean man 


who would deny they knew everything, 
and a meaner one who would 
suggest 


that if Senator Reed has a chance for the 
Democratic 
nomination he would 
in- 


crease it by wiring Elaine to keep quiet. 


Blaine also directed several broadsides 


at other candidates. He opposed Senator 
Willis "as the avowed candidate of the 
Anti-Saloon League." Some may wonder 
whether the Anti-Saloon League could be 
an}r stronger for Senator Willis than it is 
for Senator Norris. 
He took a shot at 


Governor Lowden "as the Pullman com- 
pany son-in-law", entirely just no doubt, 
since Governor Lowden's wife is a daugh- 
ter of one of the founders of the Pullman 
company, a company that brought sleep- 
ing cars into the world. Who, but an aris- 
tocrat, would want to do anything else on 
a train but sit up all night? 


And then our brilliant, senator 
from 


Wisconsin turned one of his seventy-five 
millimeter guns upon Mr. Hoover as a 
man who "spent some years in Great 
Britain." It is too bad that in his youth 
Hoover was not more carefully nurtured 
and protected. Why did he ever learn en- 
gineering and then accept employment 
that took him into command over Euro- 
pean engineers in the construction of 
works requiring an unusual amount 
of 


ability, foresight and capacity? There arc 
other things against Hoover concerning 
foreign entanglements that Elaine will, 
no doubt, develop a'little later on, things 
that should certainly insure his 
defeat. 


Hoover it was, during the war, who stay- 
ed in Belgium and directed the vast work 
of the American Red Cross in bringing 
lift to little children starving, and other 


hideous things of that nature. 
Indeed 


Blaine was altogether too light on Hoov- 
er because he has Tiot only lived in 
Great Britain at times but, as we have 
seen, in Belgium too. What business have 
American citizens in living any 
place 


excepting America? 
We have several 


thousand of these, queer Americans who 
have gone to the jungles of darkest 
Africa, the plague spots of infested China,

blacks and browns and yellows not only 
the Christian faith but how to care for 
their bodies and minds, how to protect 
themselves from disease and pestilence. 
These missionaries will be made to un- 
derstand that if they return to their own 
United States they are forever incapaci- 
tated to hold office.

You may, if you see fit, put your trust 


in treacherous quick-sands or place faith 
in the sincerity of crocodile tears or guide 
yoilr conduct by the dreams of "a sev- 
enth son", but never doubt a single word 
said from a political rostrum in Wiscon- 
sin by anyone supporting the Blaine ban- 
ner.

GOLD WITHOUT OV/NER 


A unique situation was created by the 


shipment of gold from Russia to 
this 


country, solid yellow gold bars, $5,000,- 
000 worth of them, that are v/orse/ than 
valueless, that are a dead los. > of $700 a 
day. Ordinarily the arrival of $5,000,000 
in gold in New York city would not cause 
even a comment; it would hu\'e been re- 
ceived and absorbed without creating so 
much as a ripple—ordinarily. 


But this is no ordinary occasion; the 


gold is from Russia, Soviet Russia, and 
it will be remembered* that the right of 
Soviet Russia to all things Russian has 
never been definitely established to ev- 
eryone's satisfaction, so there is of course, 
a little hesitancy in receiving thJj gold 
for-fear there may arise some "dispute as 
to ownership. The two New York 
city 


banks to which it was sent naturally do 
not care to take the risk;-they have re- 
ceived it as agents, but the$- do not care 
to take the risk; but they do not care to 
buy so much gold to which there is not 
a clear title. And the position of the Unit- 
ed States assay office and the treasury is, 
of course, very clearly defined by the law 
regulating the 
purchase of bullion—it 


ijiust be tendered by the owner. 
This 


gold is not tendered by the owner, and 
those who do tender it do not care to 
purchase it. 


Which gives us the unique situation of 


$5,000,000, not in goods and chattels, not 
in promisory notes of either individuals 
or governments, but in the pure, solid, 
yellow metal, gold, that is absolutely 
without purchasing power in this coun- 
try. Unless some change is made in its 
status it must be returned to the source 
from which it came, Soviet Russia. The 
gold having been sent to facilitate trade, 
which reaches the sum of about $100,- 
000,000 annually, it seems 
unfortunate 


that a cloud on its title should render it 
useless and send it a-begging. 


EXCESS EPENDITURES 


In warning congress to avoid reckless- 


ness in spending money, President Coo- 
lidge is properly mindful of the fact that, 
beside the regular run of departmental 
appropriation bills, there will be various- 
bills for increasing veterans' pensions, 
pensions for civil employes and the bills 
foe increasing wages, as well as an ap- 
propriation of $10,000,000 to be devoted 
to establishing and operating barge lines 
on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries. 


The president realizes also that provi- 
sion must be made for flood control, 
which probably will dig into the treasury 
for 
about $20,000,000 
or $30,000,000 


during the next fiscal year, and that the 
return of alien property will also neces- 
sitate a heavy drain on the treasury. 


There is reason to feel that the treasury 


will stand the increases already made as 
well as some of the extraordinary de- 
mands occasioned by such items as flood 
control and still permit tax reduction if 
congress remains within reasonable lim- 
its. It is computed that while some of the 
departments1 will lie run at an additional 
expense during the next year, there will 
be reductions in other directions which in 
all 
probability 
will serve to balance 


tilings in accordance with 
the program 


originally outlined in the preparation of 
the annual budget, and the lax cut of 
$235,000,000 recommended by the admin- 
istration readily possible if congress will 
go slowly in making appropriations not 
authorized in the budget. 


There is no cause for alarm over the 


appropriations thus far, although many of 
these are in excess of budget estimates, 
but it is wise to call attention to the pos- 
sibility of excessive expenditures upset-

Not at all because Osier 
vas a doctor, nor because Cushinjr is a doctor, 
should any reader take this hint and read Curli- 
ng's Life of Osier and then confess that he is not 
harmed by the biographer's style we will cheerfully 
efund the cost of the hint. 
The trouble with so many biographies is that they 
ave unwieldy bulk without substance. Take Lud- 
vig's Bismarck* for instance; but be sure to take 
: p. n. for if you get involved in it before liis Na- 
'Oleon 
you may conclude that all Ludwig's stuff 
s like that, and so miss Napoleon. Perhaps Na- 
oleon's life was big enough to fill a hefty volume; 
Jismarck's was not. and Ludwig makes a terrible 
ob of it, packing and padding the book up to the 
ull size. 


Now my idea of a good biography is a story of 


a man's life told in the Shortest possible way. For 
xample, suppose we had a juicy contract with some 
lublisher to write the Life of Foster. I think it 
ould be issued complete in one volume, to wit: 
doctor Foster at the height of his career surprised 
all his friends by suddenly withdrawing from a large 
nd lugubrious practice and moving to Glocester.

ditions in Europe are decidedly on the 
mend, according to Dr. Julius Klein, 
director of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, who has just re- 
turned to the United States after an 
extended study of European 
econ1 


omics. This is regarded as a message 
of good cheer to American business 
interests because it means improved 
buying power on the part of our best 
customer — Europe took 4S per cent 
of our exports in the last 12 month? 
—and also on the part of the Europ- 
ean overseas dominions which are 
likewise good customers of ours. 


Of almost equal importance, Dr. 


Klein found in European 
business 


circles practically no indications of 
any bitterness or hostility toward the 
United States. 


"There is, in fact, on the contrary 


a steadily increasing appreciation of 
the need for mutual trans-Atlantic 
good will for the facilitation of capital 
advances and steady increase of mer- 
chandise 
movements, 
which 
have 


been growing regularly in both direc- 
tions," says the trade expert. "The 
value of American loans lias been all 
too keenly appreciated to permit ot 
any serious interference through im- 
pulsive superficial hostility. For in- 
stance .since 1924, over SOO million dol- 
lars have been advanced to Germany, 
which has been responsible for at 
least a substantial portion of tha In- 
dustrial and commercial recovery of 
that country, with consequent helpful 
reactions to its neighbors." 


Europe is staging this business and 


commercial como-back first of all by 
throwing of£ the calamity complex 
that lias prevailed Mnce the war and 
by the gradual strengthening of busi- 
ness morale. Dr. Klein found an en- 


spirit of determination and 


optimism in commercial and business 
circles that previously had been 
bormg umlor a cloud of despair.

Good 
feed m sxifficient variety is necessary 
for egg production, they hold.

But the cow that 
Kivcs the greatest quantity of m:lk may 
Kivc the thinnest milk and seat her 
head off while the cow that 
gives 


only an 
average 
quantity 
of milk 


may be the best paying cow in the 
herd. The only reliable way to grade 
cows on a production anTl- profit basis 
is to test them regularly and to keep 
records of expenses and income and 
piofit of each cow, as Mr. Gregor is 
teaching.

Seventeen Year Locust" Coming In 1928 


But Pest No Longer Bothers Agriculture 


New York—OP)—The periodic cicada, 


popularly 
known as the "17-year 


locust," is due in several eastern and 
northern states this spring. 


Orchardists, farmers and owners of 


shade trees have little to fear, how- 
ever, for this insect is now regarded 
more as an entomological 
curiosity 


than as a serious pest. 


Some time during late May or early 


June millions of immature cicandas 
will emerge from the 
subterranean 


burrows in which they have been de- 
veloping sirce the summer of 
1911 


The pupae will scurry up tree trunks, 
fence posts and others vertical sur- 
faces until they find suitable resting 
places. Then the skin will split along 
each pupa's back and the adult cicada 
will emerge. After a few weeks in the 
sunshine the females will lay their 
eggs ' - slita which they cut in slender 
twigs and 
small branches of many 


varieties of trees and shrubs. 
This 


function completed, they will fall 10 
earth to die. 
Several weeks later the eggs will 


hatch and the larvae will drop lightly 
to the ground. On touching the soil, 
they immediately penetrate it. usually 
entering at'a crack or fissure, or at the 
base of 'some herbaceous plant • the 
roots of which will provide sustenance 
lov the little creatures during the 
long years of their subterranean lives. 
The new generation will remain in 
selusion until the spring of 1945 call? 
it to aerial existence so that the my 
steriffus cycle can be contniued. 
Every yea. is a "locust year" in 


some parts of the countrj1, a fact that 
should confound the soothsayers who 
assert that the appearance of the in- 
sects with the strange "TV" on the.r 
winga forecasts war. 
The 
periodic 


cicadas are divided into broods, one of 
which appears annually. -However, a 
widespread occurrence 
of the 
crea- 


tures, such as is imminent this year, is 
comparatively infrequent. 


The 1928 assortment, known to en- 


tomologosts as "Brood 12." 
has ttg 


habitat in certain localities in west- 
ern and southern Connecticut; north- 
eastern, 
eastern and 
southeastern 
New York; southern. Maryland; eastern 
central and 
northern Pennsylvania; 


eastern and central Virginia; Kalama- 
zoo county in Michigan; Dearborn and 
Posey counties in Indiana; and gen- 
erally in KTew Jersey and the District 
of Columbia- 
It has been recorded 


regularly in Connecticut since 1724 and 
in New Jersey ince 1775. 


In the spring of 1929 the brood that 


went into the ground in 1912, limited 
to parts "of Iowa, Illinois, Ohio and 
Missouri, will emerge. 


Entomologists assume that genera- 


tions ago the periodi^cicada was rep- 
resented by a single brood. In the 
course of time, however, geographic 
climatic 
and 
topographic 
factors 


brought about changes and the brood 
was broken up into many, each re- 
stricted to well-defined districts and 
each reappearing at regular intervals. 


Broods pf 17-year cicadas are now 


found in many eastern and 
north- 


ern states. In the south the insect 
Is represented by a Wood brother that 
is able, because of more favorable en- 
vironment, to complete the life cycle 
in 13 years. Neither cicada frequents 
regions forested by conifers, and each 
te~hds to leave a district that has been 
deforested. 


The' insects, do little damage 
to 


leaves, confining their mischief 
to 


the twigs and small branches which 
they weaken In depositing eggs. Young 
orchards may suffer from 
this en- 


forced pruning, but large trees readily 
survive. 
Some harm may also be 


done to the tiny roots of plants and 
trees from which the cicadas draw 
nourishment while they are under- 
ground.

BY MACHAOO BRINGS 


DANGERJF REVOLT 


President of Island Republic 


Pictured as Being a Second 
Mussolini

Washington—One of the most inter- 


esting Indirect results of the 
Pan- 


American conference in Havana was 
the confirmation of reports that the 
United States had a miniature Mus- 
solini in Its front yard who had es- 
tablished an iron-handed, aistatorship 
over a republic which is little more 
than our protectorate. 
Occasional Cubans who managed to 


set up here without being shot or jail- 
ed had been telling us extraordinary 
tales about the rule of President Ger- 
ardo 'Machado, and American news- 
paper men returned from the confer- 
ence with the report that they were 
all true. 
• 


• They seem to agree, for instance, 
that any Cuban who values his life 
does -not set up shop as a political 
enemy of Mister Machado. 
Cuba became an independent repub- 
lic in 1902; subject to our Platt amend- 
ment, which provides that the United 
States"may exercise flie power to in- 
tervene in order to preserve the inde- 
pendence of Cuba and to maintain a 
government adequate for the protec- 
tion of life, property and • individual 
liberty." 


Various Cubans have implored the 


United States to intervene • to main- 
tain such a government , "but there 
seems no chance of such intervention 


"They charged that in. spite of civil 


service laws established by us. Macha- 
do has supplanted civil- employes by 
the military and supported lottery 
banks from which he obtains money to 
effect enactment of laws necessary to 
maintain his dictatorship. 


This is the picture of Machado's dic- 
tatorship as gained from Cubans who 
oppose it, and from several competent 
American journalists: 


Machado has suppressed all opposi- 


tion to his regime, largely by force. He 
has forbidden and prevented operation 
of any opposition party. Comparison 
of his ower- may be made by imagin- 
ing President 
Coolidge suppressing 


the Democratic party. 
Police 
have 
brutally 
routed attempted 
political 


meetings and a petition of- 30;000 vo- 
ters for a meeting was refused. 


The Cuban Congress has withdrawn 


from the people the right to elect their 
political choices, wrecking the election 
laws established by Americans. Dr. 
Cosmo de la Ferriente, once president 
of the League of Nations, and Enrique 
Jose Varona were among those who 
banded together to protest 
various 


abuses, but Machado sent his army 
after them.

"With the aid of the army 
Machado. suppressed;labor unions, with 
special' attention to the Brotherhood 
of Railway Employes and the Long 
shoremen's Union, which . were thi 
strongest. 


Conditions are said to have improv 


ed a little for Cuban labor since Presi 
dent Green of the A. F. of L: protested 
publicly. Ferrara, Cuban ambassador 
here, answered Green, but did not deny 
the charges.
